T o tliat we can no-V^add tliat it was ■vesy'costly to the AHA. 

It was undoubtedly wise for there to be an out-of-court settlement of the suit 
brought by Dr. Charles Crenshaw, who participated in the emergency efforts to try and 
s: vo the Presi ent'r, life and tliat of Doe n arvqy Oswald, add by his aasmiateckc 
co-author of a personal book in which 1 * Recounted his personal experiences and obser- 
vations.
